Snap­ 
ping rolls in good condition will 
remov e enou gh hu sks so that the 
hu sking bed can finish the job and 
deliv er clean corn to the wagon. 
Another check is to compare the 
rolls on the picker with new ones. 
Welding beads on worn rolls will 
stop plu gging, bu t has little effect 
on corn losses. Improper welding 
can ev en increase losses.

Th e 
v ery h est sten ograph ers can ’t take dictation th at fast, so don ’t try to 
write down ev ery th in g a teach er say s. You can ’t write th at fast; y ou ’ll 
get con fu sed an d y ou may ev en miss an importan t part of th e lectu re. 
Here’s th e way a good n ote taker operates: 
• He ov erv iews h is tex t th e n igh t before. He’s on familiar grou n d 
du rin g th e lectu re. He takes n otes on ly on wh at is n ot in th e tex tbook. 
• Wh en h e does take n otes, h e listen s; h e doesn ’t ju st scribble. He 
assu mes th at if a teach er wan ts someth in g taken down ex actly (perh aps 
a defin ition ), h e’ll say so. Th e good n ote taker listen s for th e main idea 
of th e lectu re before h e starts writin g. 
• As Ih e teach er in trodu ces each m ajor poin t, ou r ideal listen er 
makes a sh ort n ote to pin down th e topic. Th en h e ju st listen s an d tries 
to u n derstan d th e teach er. He may write down occasion al fin e distin c­ 
tion s th at th e teach er is fon d of. Wh en th e teach er fin ish es each major 
poin t, ou r h ero makes a sh ort su mmary of it an d starts to listen for th e 
n ex t big poin t. 
• Th e good n ote taker is alway s activ e an d qu estion in g; h e tries to 
an ticipate wh at th e teach er is goin g to say . Th at way , h e’s able to con ­ 
cen trate; h is min d doesn ’t wan der. 
You may h av e n oticed th at th ere’s a great deal of similarity be­ 
tween ou r ideal n ote taker an d ou r ideal reader. Th ey both go after 
th e main idea; th ey ’re both activ e an d qu estion in g; th ey both try to 
figu re ou t wh at’s comin g. An d th ey both h av e an easy time of it in 
sch ool, so start workin g on y ou r listen in g n ow. 
On e more poin t—if a certain class or a certain teach er bores y ou 
an d y ou can ’t h elp day dreamin g, try listen in g in spu rts (th e same way 
th at y ou stu dy ). Con cen trate h ard for IO min u tes, th en take a 5-min u te 
day dream break, th en listen for IO m ore min u tes, take an oth er break an d 
so on . It’s n ot th e best way of atten din g class, bu t it’s better th an day - 
dreamu ig ail Hie time.

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The Slim Edge of Success 


People like certainty . Consequently , ev en In a shades-of-gray era 
like the present, they seek clear black and white labels to pin on men, 
Issues and a v ariety of other things. 
Inev itably , therefore, they try to draw' a pretty sharp line between 
success and failure. Vet the truth is, the gap between the two some- 
time* Is almost imperceptible. 
Admiral George W. Anderson, former Chief of Nav al Operations 
and our new' ambassador to Portugal, touched on this point In the spe­ 
cific contex t of military affairs in a recent speech to the National 
Press Club. 
The admiral was. of course, arguing a case that greater consid­ 
eration be giv en at the lev el of top civ ilian control to the v iews and 
the ex perience of professional military and nav al officers. 
Of the qualified military man Anderson said: 


“ He Is ex posed to the narrow margin between success and failure, 
not only in weapons, but in leadership and in understanding of the 
enemy .” 
At another place the admiral said: 
“ I am concerned that, in the selection of weapons, aircraft or 
Ships, there may not he a full appreciation of the decisiv eness of a 
n*>— 
edge in superior performance, both to achiev e max imum 
safety and to succeed in coir bat.” 
What Anderson suggests is v alid not only in the hard arena of 
military strength but through nearly all life. 


Success again and again turns out to be a matter not of swamp­ 
ing y our competitor In business, or a profession, or politics. It is a 
thing of getting just a few inches ahead, sometimes by working hard­ 
er and longer hut often mainly by concentrating better on the job at 
hand. 
In countless instances the measure of difference is superior de­ 
sire. Giv en that, a person somehow finds adequate tools, subjects 
himself to whatev er stiff disciplines may be needed, labors as per­ 
sistently and single-mindedly as the circumstances demand. 
Out of that often narrow margin of ex tra effort comes the crown 
of success. Any slight flagging, any brief wandering of attention 
from the critical task could hav e turned it into failure. 
We should understand, then, with Admiral Anderson that the dif­ 
ference most of the time is not a matter of black and white. Any of 
us may win the day J ust by striv ing without letup for a deeper shade 
of gray .

The Romans once called the Mediterranean “ Our Sea.” Such na­ 
tional egotism was not disputed; if it was, the upstarts were soon 
shown the error of their way s. 
Indonesia Is the fourth largest nation of the world in population 
and stretches ov er a v ast area of the South Pacific. It Is rich in re­ 
sources and could well one day become a major power. 
At present, howev er, it is doubtful lf any one will take much notice 
of the Indonesian ex ercise in grandeur. Map changes and my ths pro­ 
duced for home consumption are poor substitutes for concrete eco­ 
nomic and political adv ances toward strong nationhood.

The babies of women who smoked 
more than a pack a day weighed 
less at bin h than those of moderate 
smokers an d n on smokers. As long 
as the birth weig ht does not drop 
below SH pou n ds, this is no dis­ 
adv an tag e. 
It mig ht ev en be con sidered an
